Whal'was wrong with South’s 
approach? 

South won his spade qiiccn and 
started dummy's diamonds. Plan- 
ning on two finesses, he led his di- 
amond 10 and won dummy’s ace 
when West covered. Unfortunate- 
ly, when South continued with 
dummy’s jack to Blast’s king, West 
discarded Instead of foliowing 
suit. East returned a spade to 
knock out South's ace, and it was 
tooTate'to brihg lri' either minor 
-suJtrwiUiout'Canceding-rive-iriek^ 
totbe'eneno'. 

Where did South err? He was 
right to rely on dummy’s dia- 
monds rather than on his own 
dubs.- However, South should not 
have wasted his diamond 10. In- 
stead. he should hove led his dia- 
mond trey at trick two. The play of 
his low card wins whenever the 
play of the 10' does (when dia- 
monds arc 3-2 with honors split). 

It also wina-whenever West tw a 
singleton king or queen. 

Tn today's layout, alter dummy 
captures West’s singleton queen, 
South leads a low diamond back 
to his 10, Vfhether E^t wins im- 
mediateiy or not. dummy’s two 
aces proidde the entries to give 
South flve diamond winners and 
two overtricks.
